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* '  PORT  SANITARY  REPORT. 

To  the  Member 3  of  the  Newhaven  Port  Sanitary  Ant  ho 
licidati  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  a s 
of  Health  for  the  Port  of  hew haven  during  the  year  192' 

During  the  year  192  5  the  health  of  the  crov/s  in  the  ships 
entering  tki  s  harbour  has  been  very  good. 

The  only  case  s  of  sickness  and  accident  "which  came ‘under  tiy 
n  o  lice  v/  e  r  e  a  3  f  o  1 1  ow  s. j  - 
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In  respect  of  the  prevention  of  the  importation  and  spread  of 
Infections  Disease  in  the  Port  there  is  a  quarantine  station 
situated  in  Sleepers  Hole: the  Port  possesses  an  up  to  date  and 
well  equipped  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  can  be  expeditiously  removed  jbcsos  for  treatment. 

.  Gases  of  Smallpox  are  removed  to  the  Smallpox  Hospital 
av.  Oliciley,  and  for  this  purpose  arrangements  are  in  force 
whereby  an  Ambulance  can  be  obtained  from  Brighton. 

In  case  of  the  incidence  of  Smallpox  in  the  Port  a 
sufficient  supply  of  Calf  Lymph  is  kept  in  cold  xx±  storage 
at  -hi  gilt  on  whence  it  can  be  obtained  at  very  short  notice:  this' 
supply  is  renewed  every  two  months. 

In  case  of  the  occurrence  of  Plague  on  board  any  ship 
entering  the  Port  it  is  proposed  to  apply  a  3  feet  wrapping 
eye:-  the  mooring  ropes  and  to  have  this  tarred  daily  to  prevent 
the  incursion  of  rats  on  tbx  the  shore. 

The  only  foreign  port  with  which  Newhaven  has  any  considerable 
trade  is  Dieppe,  and  the  main  risk  of  the  introduction  of  infec^ 
tious  disease  is  from  Aliens  arriving  here  from  Europe. 

The  ships  in  the  Port  hs.ve  been  periodically  examined  during 
the  year,  198  inspections  having  been  made  by  the  Inspector  and 
nr-self.  Twelve  minor  defects  were  discovered  all  of  which  were

remedied. 

The  only  place  available  for  the  cleansing  and  disinfection 
of  verminous  persons  and  their  clothing  is  the  Isolation  Hospital 
situated  about  1-g-  miles  from  the  Port. 

There  is  no  disinfecting  station  cui  "the  Q,uay,  and  cases 
of  such  nature  are  deported  to  France:  the  occurrence  of  such 
cases  lately  has  been  rare. 


ALIENS  ORDER  1920. 

During  the  year  1925,  the  number  of  Aliens  entering  the 
Port  was  29,003  of  whom  28,822  were  allowed  to  land,  and  l8l  were 
re j acted. 

The  medical  Inspection  of  Aliens  is  carried  out  by  myself 
in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Nash. 

The  number  of  Aliens  medically  inspected  during  the  year 
was  28,562,  and  the  number  submitted  to  medical  .examination  was 
2,393  of  whom  23  were  rejected  for  the  following  reasons: -

THE  FOREIGN  :,~AT  fc  UN  SOUND  FOOD  REGULATIONS.  _  • 

The  Chief  food  imports  into  the  Port  of  Newhaven  during  the 
year  1925  consisted  of  considerable  quantities  of  Fruit  and  Fre ah 
Vegetables  including  Potatoes  from  the  Channel  Islands.  There  was 
also  some  Fish  and  a  considerable  number  of  eggs  from  the  Balkan 

No  unsound  food  was  discovered  during  the  year.  Four  samples 
from  a  consignment  of  Strawberry  Pulp  were  taken  for  analysis,  and 
found  to  be  sound:  the  consignment  was  then  released. 

Six  consignments  of  ham?  which  did  not  comply  with  the  Regulations 
were  stopped  and  returned,  to  France.
